After  sitting 
through  a  program  everyone  had  a  great  deal  of  excess  energy  and  vim  which  they 
exercised  in  these  meetings.

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WOODVILLE  SCHOOL 
HISTORY 

The  first  school  huildmg  in  this  district  was  built  of  logs  near  the  present  home 
site  of  John  Day,  approximately  ninety-tour  years  ago.  Bently  Smith  was  the  first 
teacher.  Because  of  the  surrounding  forests  it  was  referred  to  as,  "The  School  in 
the  Woods." 

In  1843  a  frame  building  was  erected  a  short  distance  east  of  the  present  loca- 
tion without  bond  issue  or  labor  cost.  This  building  was  named  "Woodville" 
from  its  former  title  by  Rachel  Dickerson  and  Fanny  Palmer.  It  served  the  com- 
munity until  1856,  when  a  red  brick  building  was  erected  on  the  present  site.  This 
building  was  torn  down  in  1895  and  the  older  part  of  the  present  building  took  its 
place.  To  this  construction  two  rooms  and  an  auditorium  were  added  and  the 
building  modernized  in  1929.

Thinking,  working  and  patience  contribute  to  successful  drafting  of  plans. 
Great  plans  are  not  formulated  in  a  hurry.  The  problems  must  be  viewed  from 
many  angles  before  final  plans  are  made. 

").     Vision-  -Looking  into  the  future.     Setting  ideals. 

Through  vision  the  leader  anticipates  the  results  and  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  working  together.  Leaders  with  vision  establish  new  goals  as  soon  as  old 
ones  are  reached.  Vision  is  that  eternal  restlessness  that  keeps  us  striving  for  bet- 
ter things. 

6.  Initiative — Ability  to  start  new  things. 

A  leader  v^/ith  initiative  sees  a  problem  and  attempts  the  solution.  He  leads 
others  to  assist.  A  strong  body  and  a  clear  mind  arc  great  attributes  to  the  leader 
with  initiative. 

7.  Courage — Meeting  difficulties  with  fairness  and  firmness.  Attempting  dis- 
agreeable jobs. 

Courage  requires  self  control.  The  courageous  leader  does  not  blindly  attack 
the  problem  but  first  learns  the  facts  and  then  faces  the  situation  squarely. 

Tact,  Tolerance,  Unselfishness,  Sympathy,  and  Resourcefulness  are  among  other 
important  qualities  of  leadership. 

The  leader's  education  never  stops.  It  is  never  finished.  Education  is  growth 
and  development.
